May 
was taken to the station and there 
inquired for ball. The officer on 
duty at the station telephoned tc 
Judge ‘Roth and at the suggestion 
of Chief Walker the amount of bail 
was fixed at ten ($10) dollars.

We also realiae 
that Chief Walker could not pre 
vent an officer losing his head and 
committing a battery upen a citi- 
zen, but the who'e affair pointe to 
very lax police methods. 

Interviews with menbers of the 
pelice force reveal a startling con- 
dition. Practically half: ‘the fore 
has been interviewrd and after + 
promise to each individual police 
man that his name would not be 
used, the men withort variation 
condemn the chief and his methods 
and pronounce him unfit for the job. 
The interviews also develop the 
fact that at various times and oc- 
casions individua! members of thr 
eity council ‘have given the chief 
orders which he attempted to exe 
cute. That he often receives con- 
filcting orders from councilmen, 

In conclusion, this association is 
of the opinion that one of twe 
things is needed, either a chief who 
is big enough to boss’ the job and 
who will personally see to the mo 
rals and ability of his force, or 
such a civil service test as will in- 
sure only competent men. 

We therefore recommend that 
the city counct] immediately start a 
thorough investigation of the police 
department with the hope that such 
an investigation wil give to this 
city a department which will protect 
its law abiding. citizens. and their 
oroperty, and will put an end to the 
aver constant recurring police scan- 
dals. 

Such an invest’gation could be 
conducted by either publie or pri- 
vate hearings. If the council] de- 
sides that private hearings are best 
then the hearing should be open to 
the press and to duly anthorized 
representatives of proner civic bod- 
ies such as the Merchants’ associa- 
tion and the Chamber of Commerce 
of this city. ‘ 

We further suggest that you 
authorize and direct City Attorney 
D. J. Hall to proceed immediately to
